A local newspaper, the 
TriValley Herald, ran front 
page stories on Pornpillo s 
plight all week and been 
besieged by goodwill calls 
Put Criminals 
In Jury Box

WASHINGTON (U PI) 
Now 
that 
the 
Watergate 
coverup trial is finally un­ 
derway at last, one central 
question troubles the mind. 
Suppose 
the 
defendants 
are found guilty. What, in 
view of the pardon granted 
former President Nixon, 
would you consider proper 
punishment for his ex-aides? 


I’ve given this matter a lot 
of thought these past two 
weeks and have concluded 
that 
if the 
alleged 
con­ 
spirators are convicted they 
should be sentenced to jury 
duty. 
More and more, it ap­ 
pears. under our system of 
justice members of the jury 
wind up suffering more than 
the individuals on trial. 
Take the Watergate case 
- Judge John Sirica warned 
at the outset that it might 
last past Christmas with the 
jurors sequestered until it 
was finished. 
That meant being with 
each other night and day, 
taking 
all 
their 
meals 
together, 
being separated 
from their families, going to 
church in the presence of 
U.S. marshals, sometimes 
staying in the courtroom 
until early evening and 
som etim es 
spending 
Saturdays in the jury box. 
No wonder it took so long 
to empanel 12 jurors. The 
wonder of it is that Sirica’s 
remarks didn 't lead to a jury 
break. 
At one point, I ’m told, 
prospective jurors began 
whispering among them­ 
selves. Lipreaders in the 
room 
claim 
they 
were 
saying, “ We’re busting out 
of here right after lunch. 
Pass it along.” 
During the trial itself, the 
defendants are free to come 
and go as they please when 
their 
presence 
is 
not 
required in the courtroom. 
Which 
has 
prompted 
courthouse wags to predict 
the jurors will be locked up 
longer than the defendants. 
And should the defendants 
be acquitted, or receive 
suspended sentences, it will 


indeed turn out that way. 
This is why I contend that 
jury service would be fitting 
punishment in event they are 
convicted. Make an'example 
of them, I say. 


Crime is on the upsurge in 
this country again. There 
was a 16 per cent jump in the 
first six months of the year 
as compared to 1973. 


But if laws were enacted 
requiring that the convicted 
felons endure at least as 
much deprivation as the jury 
that convicts them. I feel 
certain the crime wave 
would abate overnight. 
The only trouble is, if they 
appealed 
the 
case 
the 
Supreme Court probably 
would rule that jury duty 
violates the Constitutional 
ban 
against 
cruel 
and 
unusual punishment.
